Locai referendum may decide fate 


Sikeston voters will have the opportunity 
to decide at the ballot box if they want the 
state's new medium-security prison located 
In the vicinity. 
The City Council agreed Monday night to 
hold a non-binding referendum on the prison 
during the April 5 municipal election. The 
council's action was taken with obvious 
reluctance and only after considerable 
debate. 
The prison would be located in a rural 
area outside Sikeston and would employ 
about 250 people. It would house 500 in­ 
mates. 
Petitions and Information booklets from 
supporters 
began appearing 
in 
public 
Friday. 
The request for the vote cam e from a 
group of Sikeston residents who appeared at 
the meeting In opposition to the prison. 
The spokesman for the group was Rene 
DaKriek, 102 Wickerwood, who said the 


group was not at the council meeting to 
debate the m erits of the prison, only to ask 
for the election. 
DeKriek said the proponents of the prison 
have talked as if there were no opposition to 
the prison, but he said he has found very few 
people in favor of having the prison here. 
Steve Taylor, former assistant Scott 
County prosecuting attorney and a sup­ 
porter of the prison, told the council that 
there were no provisions in city ordinances 
for a straw vote and suggested the op­ 
ponents circulate petitions as the sup­ 
porters are doing 
City Attorney Manuel Drumm said that 
while there are no provisions in the city 
code for holding a straw vote, it could be 
done. 
Mayor Don Fulton, a prison supporter, 
said that if it takes an election to determine 
how the public really feels about the prison, 
then one should be held. 


But Councilman Eric Piel questioned the 
legality and precedence of the vote. He said 
the city might be asked in the future to hold 
referendums on the Equal Rights Amen­ 
dment or the death penalty 
Councilman Steve Sikes, also a prison 
supporter,said holding a referendum on the 
prison was not the same as holding one on 
the ERA or death penalty. 
He said he thought the referendum idea 
was a good one and would let both sides of 
the issue know what the public thinks. 
David Mann, chairman of the group 
supporting 
the 
prison, 
opposed the 
referendum, saying the prison will be 
located in Scott County and not just 
Sikeston. The petitioins the group is cir­ 
culating are to be signed countywide. 
But Mrs Jim Robison disagreed, saying 
Sikeston is the major community in the 
county and if the other communities want to 
hold refrendums, they can do so.

Taped conversation contradicts 
prison escape statistics group’s 


A candidate for the City Council in the 
April 5 election called a press conference 
Monday afternoon to play a tape recording 
of a conversation he had with officials of the 
Moberly medium- security prison 
The tape contradicts one piece of in­ 
formation being given out by the group 
trying to bring a the new medium- security 
prison to the Sikeston area 
Pete Oliver, who is running for the one- 
year unexpired term being vacated by Bill 
Ryan, telephoned the Moberly prison and 
was told there have been SO escapes from 
the prison since it was built 14 years ago 
Supporters of the prison have said there 
had been only two escapes, prior to the 
escape by six men in February 
The backers of the prison say they did 
indeed give out the wrong information, 
which they were given by the city m anager 
of Moberly. 
But they are apparently going to stand by 
figures in the information sheet being 
circulated which states that only one inmate 


escaped during the 15- month period ending 
in December 1976, 
David Mann, chairman of the group, said 
that figure was given to them by an 
assistant warden 
The warden, Carl White, said on the tape 
that in 1976 the Moberly instiution had 
fewer escapes than any other state prison . 
He gave no figures for the year. 
Oliver denied any inference that his 
telephone call was made because he is 
opposed in the election by Keith Ziegenhorn, 
who has spearheaded the prison dirve. 
Oliver said he is neither for nor against 
the prison but only wants all possible in 
formation brought out. 
He did adm it 
however, that someone listening to the tape 
might think he is against having the prison 
located in Sikeston 
The warden told Oliver that in the 14 
years that the prison has been open, there 
have been no injuries to local citizens from 
escaping prisoner» 
There have been six to eight auto thefts 


Drumm may have had the best comment 
of the night on the prison debate He called 
Gov. Joseph Teasdale's approach to finding 
a prison site a "unique approach.” 
Someone has to run the state, he said, and 
the people in Jefferson City should decide 
where the prison is going to go, not the local 
people. There is no place in the state where 
everyone in the community will want the 


prison, he said; not even in Steele, the 
original site selected during the Warren F 
Hearnes administration 
It is just not fair, he said, to stir up the 
proponents and opponents of the prison 
When the council voted on the referen­ 
dum, only Piel voted against it. 
Some indication of how the vote could go 
mav come from the survey of constituents 


-eleased today by State Rep. C. F. Cline. 


The survey, taken before any information 
on the prison was made public, showed 38 
per cent of Scott County survey respondents 
in favor of the prison and 47 per cent 


against In Stoddard County, 43 per cent of 
the residents were in favor and 39 per cent 
were opposed,

and five or six burglaries, the Warden 
added There were two kidnapings. but the 
persons taken were released uninjured. 
The warden said many of the escapes are 
simply walk- aways by trusties allowed 
outside the prison gates The prison has a 
work release program where soon- to- be 
released inmates are allowed to work 
outside the prison 


Oliver said he was trying to get all the 
information he could, but did not talk to the 
sheriff, city manager or police chief or the 
editor of the Moberly paper He said he 
would continue to seek more information on 
the prison 


At the end of the press conference. Oliver 
found himself engaged in a debate with 
Charles Blumenberg over the m erits of the 
prison 
Oliver told Blumenberg that he wanted 
information on what kind of growth rate 
Moberly has had and what kind of income 
level they have 


The City Council Monday night agreed to 
an out-of-court settlement in a lawsuit over 
faulty equipment In the sewage treatm ent 
plant rather than face a possibly lengthy 
and costly court battle. 
The council also rejected fire station bids, 
heard a possible solution to the stray animal 
problem in Sikeston, made appointments to 
city boards, rejected a paving request and 
adjusted the budget to add four more public 
service employment jobs to the payroll.

The execution of Gary Mark Gilmore has by no means 
ended the debate over capital punishment. On the con­ 
trary. it has intensified it. 
Since it now appears likely that other states will soon 
join Utah in resuming executions, and since it is certain 
that the same people who tried to save Gilmore will 
redouble their efforts on behalf of the next condemned 
man whose turn comes around, we can expect a rehashing 
of the familiar arguments used by those who oppose the 
death penalty as well as those who support it. 
It is time each side ceased trying to prove or justify its 
position and to refute or convert the other .and time they 
both focused on the question of what is best for society. If 
we 
could 
eliminate 
the 
irrelevant 
or confusing 
arguments, perhaps we might find some common 
meeting ground of agreement. 
For one thing, let it be conceded once and for all that 
there is no conclusive evidence that the death penalty 
; deters potential murders. There probably never can be 
such evidence, nor does there need to be. 
Call it revenge or legalized murder, capital punish­ 
ment is the legal taking of a person’s life in payment for 
that person’s illegal taking of the life of another. It is an 
act performed by and in the name of society — not lightly 
or capriciously (although too often so in the past), but as 
penalty for the willful, unjustified and unextenuated 
murder of another human being. 
At least, that is the way it should be and the way it 
certainly was in Gilmore’s case. That is the way it must 
be in any and every future case. 
Let it also be conceded that our system of justice is far 
from perfect. The skill of one’s defense attorney, or lack 
of skill, the prejudices of a jury and other factors often 
determine which man is sentenced to death and which 
man receives a lesser penalty. 
But that is not an argument against capital punish­ 
ment. It is an argument for making absolutely certain 
that the trial record and evidence in every capital 
punishment case are examined and re-examined and 
every avenue of appeal and review is exhausted before 
sentence is carried out. And that was also done in 
Gilmore’s case. 
There are other reservations about capital punish­ 
ment, such as the possibility of honest error. You can’t 
bring a dead man back to life, no matter how innocent he 
may later be proven to have been. 
Again this is not an argument against capital punish­ 
ment, but for the utmost care and caution in its em­ 
ployment. 
The only real question is whether the death penalty is a 
reasonable and appropriate punishment. This generation 
has answered the question affirmatively, in a majority of 
the states, and has been seconded by the Supreme Court. 
Another generation, another court, may very well think 
otherwise and consider capital punishment to be as 
barbaric and unacceptable as its opponents says it is. 
It is here, however, that the opponents seem to have 
gone astray. Their last- minute legal maneuverings to 
stay Gilmore’s execution yet another time were an af­ 
front to the very thing they seek to defend — the sanctity 
and dignity of human ife. 
To say that no man must die no matter what he does is 
to make no disctinction between depravity and decency. 
It is to value the murderer’s life as highly as his victim’s, 
and in so doing to depreciate and debase the latter. It is to 
flout the sense of justice done — yes, the feeling of 
satisfaction — with which most Americans seem to have 
greeted w ord of Gilmore’s death. 
In the final analysis, it is this commonly held belief 
that the greater good of society is served when those who 
break its supreme moral law are required to pay the 
supreme penalty that is the only, and only necessary, 
justification for capital punishment. 
Only when that belief changes, as it may be changing, 
will the issue finally be resolved.

According to a study by U.S. 
News 
& 
World 
Report, 
Americans of all ages are 
causing a recreation boom that 
promises to set new records in 
1977 
Unemployment 
and 
the 
recession of the past few years 
didn't slow the total spending for 
leisure Spending for everything 
from tennis balls to speedboats 
and foreign vacations soared to 
$146 billion in 1976. 
Few people realize the sturdy 
prop 
that 
such 
spending 
provides for U.S business. The 
study shows that the total far 
exceeds 
annual 
outlays 
for 
national defense, or for home 
building 
If the past trends are a guide, 
leisure-time expenditures can 
be expected to double every 
eight or nine years, the study 
says 
Behind the increased growth 
is an urge to get away from 
workaday chores and humdrum 
activities, says Elizabeth R 
Owen, a recreation analyst for 
the U.S. Dept, of Commerce 
"Americans are developing a 
leisure mentality," she adds, 
"and that is powering an ex­ 
pansion in buying that's growing 
in some areas by 20 per cent a 
year,"

building: 
-Visitors to national parks 
rose to 262 million in 1976, a gain 
of almost 100 per cent during the 
past ten years. 
-The number of backpackers

-Among the fastest growing 
activities in terms of equipment 
sales are skin and scuba diving, 
tennis, boating, waterskiing and 
bicycling.

Widening interest in camping,

thusiasts in the last ten years. 
Bicycling, 
with 
some 
100 
million riders, has become the 
second most popular activity 
nationwide in terms of par­ 
ticipants. Though sales have 
dipped from their peak of a few 
years ago, people ranging in age 
from 5 to 75 years accounted for 
sales totaling $1 billion. 
Golf continues its high ranking 
status, attracting more than 12 
million golfers who play 15 
rounds or more of the game each 
year In total, Americans play 
an estimated 300 million rounds

courses When green fees, club 
memberships, cost of clubs and 
other expenses are added 
together, the sport becomes a $4 
billion a year activity.

Why did this man shy away

Some 
have begun in devotion to their 
people and ended with the 
conviction that they alone were 
qualified to rule 
Washington 
himself 
would

WASHINGTON- Ever since 
the tremendous impact of Aiex 
Haley's "Roots," people all over 
this country have been sear­ 
ching for clues to their own 
ancestry

Equipment used in mine search 


TOWER CITY, P». (AP) — Working with sensitive television 
and sound equipment — and the thin hope for a miracle — 
rescuers today prepared to electronically search the spot in a 
mine where they believe five men have been trapped since last 
Tuesday. The miners were trapped with five others at midday 
last Tuesday when a torrent of water broke through the Porter 
Tunnel. Four bodies have been removed from the mud and 
debris. Only one of the 10, Ronald Adley, 37, has been found alive. 


California considers water rationing 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Statewide water rationing may be 
imposed if voluntary conservation efforts fail, Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. warned at the opening of a two-day conference hereon 
California’s devastating drought. He told the meeting of about 800 
state water officials, agriculture and industry executives and 
community representatives on Monday that he has the power to 
impose rationing if he declares a state of emergency. 


Violence marks Pakistan elections 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan - Prime Minister Zulfikar All 
Bhutto's party won a landslide victory in Monday’s general 
election. Final returns today gave it 158 of the 300 elected seats. It 
will also appoint members to 16 other seats representing women 
and other mlnoritiea and will have the support of eight in­ 
dependents from tribal areas, giving it a majority of 142. The 
nine-party opposition coalition, the Pakistan National Alliance, 
won only 33 seats. It was expected to challenge the results. More 
than 20 persons were reported killed and several hundred were 
reported Injured during the voting, Pakistan’s first general 
election since 1970. 


I House Republicans oppose tax rebate 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Outnumbered House Republicans are 
hoping to pick up enough Democratic votes to junk President 
Carter's proposed S50-perperson rebate and give Americans a 
permanent tax cut instead. Several Democrats share the GOP's 
distaste for the rebate, but there is no indication that enough will 
switch votes to kill the plan. The vote on the Republican proposal 
is expected to be the last preliminary question before the House 
was to decide late today on a tax cut aimed at stimulating the 
economy. House approval of the tax-cut package would send the 
measure to the Senate. 


Search continues for victims 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) — As rescue teams press their 
increasingly futile search for survivors amid the rubble, the 
official toll in the earthquake that battered the Balkans last 
weekend has risen to 1,065 dead and 6,405 injured. The toll in­ 
cluded 810 confirmed dead in Bucharest, 224 elsewhere in Ro­ 
mania, and 6,185 injured; 50 dead and 120 Injured in neighboring 
Bulgaria, and one dead and 100 injured in Yugoslavia. Western 
diplomats estimate that the dead in Bucharest could total 4,000 by 
the time the work teams finish digging through the ruins of 32 
apartment buildings and other structures that were leveled 


Proposed project bad for wildlife 


ATLANTA (AP) — Completion of the Harry S. Truman Dam 
and Reservoir in Missouri will adversely affect fish, wildlife and 
other resources in a way "surpassed by few other water resource 
projects under way in our country," a federal official said 
Monday. 
Rollin D. Sparrowe of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service in 
Washington said completion of the dam also will mean 2,341 
families will be have to be relocated, "disrupting individual, 
family and community social systems." 
He told persons attending the North American Wildlife and 
Natural Resources Conference that the marketing power from 
the project has consistently proven uneconomical. 
In another area, four researchers said the American public is 
concerned about the humaneness of methods used to kill 
predatory animals. 
In a paper presented to the conference, they said their study 
was based on a survey of 2,041 randomly selected persons in the 
United States 


Missouri airbase goes to Illinois 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Only the signature of the Secretary of 
the Air Force is needed to implement the final decision to tran­ 
sfer the major command at Richards-f Gebaur Air Force Base to 
Illinois. 
The Kansas City Star in a copyright article in this morning’s 
Kansas City Times said it has received copies of the documents 
Air Force officials say “ provide the vehicle and rationale" for 
the decision. 
An Air Force spokesman in Washington, the article related, did 
not deny the authenticity of the documents, but cautioned that 
they could be changed before being signed 
The Times story said a copy of the 5-page decision prepared for 
the signature of the Secretary of the Air Force begins “ After 
careful deliberation, 1 have decided to Implement the proposal to 
relocate Headquarters Air Force Communications Service 
(AFCS) from RichardsGebaur AFB, Missouri, to Scott AFB, 
ILLINOIS. 1 have also decided to relocate the 37th Tactical Airlift 
Squadron from Langley AFB, Virginia, to Scott A FB." 
The Times said the rationale was set out in a "Memorandum 
for the Secretary of Defense" which also was parpared for the 
signature of the Air Force Secretary, states: "This deter­ 
mination (to relocate AFCS) is based upon the confirmation of 
avoidances of at least 619M (million) annual cost and 6,500 
manpower authorizations.

Successful Japanese song writer 
Dorothy Hamill Starts New Career 


juggles 
music, banking careers

TOKYO t AP) — At the head­ 
quarters of Japan’s 
largest 
bank, in an office filled with 150 
gray desks, sits a 32-year-old 
man who need not dream a 
Walter Mitty life. He leads one. 
The securities department of 
the bank, located in the heart 
of Tokyo’s bustling Otemachi fi­ 
nancial district, might seem an 
unlikely place to find one of Ja ­ 
pan’s most successful singer- 
song writers, studiously hun­ 
ched over a sheath of company 
reports. 
But Koji Kanda, better known 
by his show-business name of 
Kei Ogura, doesn’t think so. 
Sipping coffee and wearing a 
conservative 
pin-stripe 
suit, 
Kanda said he didn’t let his 
"musical hobby” interfere with 
his banking career. 
This 
hobby, 
although 
he 
claims to spend only a few 
hours a month at it, has earned 
him considerably more than his 
regular salary at the bank, he 
said. Just how much more he 
declined to say. 
What is known is that all of 
his nine record albums have 
been money m akers. His latest 
LP release, "Roadside G rass,” 
has already sold more than 
310,000 albums at the equiva­ 
lent of U.S. $8.50 each. A Tokyo 
record company executive said 
an average Japanese hit album 
sells about 100,000. 
A song Kanda composed last 
year, recorded by another sing­ 
er, swept major Japanese mu­ 
sic awards and the single sold 
in the millions. Named after 
the Eurasian flower cyclamen, 
it greatly increased his follow­ 
ing and established Kanda as a 


leading song writer here. 
Despite numerous demands 
from his record company and 
his fans, Kanda refused to give 
a concert on stage or on tele­ 
vision until last November. The 
publicly-owned NHK television 
network received 130,000 re­ 
quests for the auditorium s 3,- 
500 seats, setting a new record. 
Kanda is also publicity shy, 
he emphasized in his first inter­ 
view in four years. Only one of 
his albums carries a photo­ 
graph of him — and that on the 
inside and of postage stamp 
size. 
"Needless to say, no one rec­ 
ognizes me on the street,” he 
noted. 
Conservative banker that he 
is, Kanda prefers it this way. 
His fulltime occupation, his 
plain looks, his wife and two 
children, prevented him from 
breaking into the music in­ 
dustry earlier, he said. After 
recording his first album, the 
record company refused to re­ 
lease it because his loyal-com- 
pany-employe-with-family im­ 
age would have proved highly 
unpopular with the young al­ 
bum-buying public, Kanda said. 
Kanda received the news at 
the Northwestern 
University 
Business School, then located in 
Chicago, where his bank had 
sent him for a post graduate 
course. But just before leaving 
the United States in 1970, his 
producer wrote to say a movie 
company was using the songs 
for a new film and the record 
company 
changed 
its mind 
shortly thereafter. 
Ever since, it’s been easy rid­ 
ing for Kanda s two careers. As 
a graduate of Tokyo University, 


the Harvard-Yale of Japan, he 
is considered an “erito koh-su” 
(elite course) executive on an 
"eskarehtah” (escalator) 
to­ 
ward corporate success. 
He stressed that his "hobby” 
and its accompanying m aterial 
rewards haven’t changed his 
lifestvle. I.ike the traditional el­ 


der son, he and his wife and 
two children live in his father’s 
home although he could well af­ 
ford a number of residences. 


Asked what he had done with 
his album earnings, he replied: 
“I’m keeping the money in the 
bank I work for."

Flood Recalls the Spirit, 
Blunders of Colonial Army 


RISE. AND FIGHT AGAIN: 
Perilous Times Along The Road 
To Independence. By Charles 
Bracelen Flood. Dodd, Mead. 
464 Pages $12 95 
The Bicentennial year is end­ 
ed, but the memory lingers on. 
And probably will for quite a 
while. Especially in the many, 
many books published that deal 
with the birth pangs of what 
became the United States. 
One of the better books in the 
wide 
selection 
available 
is 
C h a r l e s Bracelen Flood's 
"Rise, And Fight Again.” It’s a 
thoroughly researched study of 
four 
military 
disasters 
that 
very nearly cost the colonists 
their independence from Brit­ 
ain But, although the British 
won the battles, the Americans 
learned valuable lessons from 
each defeat and developed a 
spirit which, in the words of 
Nathanael Greene, a Quaker 
who became a general, enabled 
them to “fight, get beat, rise, 
and fight again.” 
Th* first battle Flood deals 
with in depth is the campaign 
to take Quebec and Montreal. If 
the cities could be taken, “Can­ 
ada would be out of the war. 
England 
would lose an 
in­ 
valuable base for mounting at­ 


tacks on the rebellious colonies, 
and the American forces would 
be free from the threat of in­ 
vasion from the north.” This 
campaign 
was almost 
fore­ 
doomed to failure. Plagued by 
vile weather, wretched terrain, 
a lack of supplies, the Ameri­ 
cans who did reach Quebec 
fought well, but so did the Brit­ 
ish. The Americans lost. 
A second disaster came when 
the Americans decided to hold 
— rather than withdraw — at 
Fort Washington, in what is 
now Upper Manhattan. The de­ 
cision to stay was the wrong 
one. In a fierce fire fight, the 
Americans were overrun and 
2,800 Americans surrendered. 
“It was the largest surrender 
of American soldiers to date in 
this war, and it came at a time 
when Washington needed every 
man he could get.” 
These were staggering losses 
for the Americans as were the 
d i s a s t r o u s Penobscot Ex- 
dition into what is now upper 
aine and the bloody Battle of 
Camden — both exhaustively 
detailed by Flood — but the 
drive for independence contin­

Gen­ 
erally it takes two or three 
weeks to bring to blossom such 
item s as pussy willow, for- 
sythia, Japanese quince, flow­

nolia, European birch and red 
m aple. You m ay have to wait a 
little longer for others. 
Cut long branches for forcing. 
If they are frozen, let them 
thaw slowly by putting them in 
a refrigerator or a cool room. 
It is best, how ever, to cut 
branches for forcing when the 
tem perature is above freezing. 
To prevent sm ooth ends of 
thick woody stem s from sealing 
over, shred or m ash the end of 
the stem and change w ater at 
least once a week during the 
forcing period. 
If the buds ap p ear to be a bit 
dried when brought indoors, 
moisten by soaking overnight 
subm erged in w ater at room 
tem perature. Be sure they stay 
under w ater. If you can't sub­ 
m erge them , w rap the tops 
with a dam p burlap or towel to 
begin the forcing period. Be­ 
cause buds dry quickly indoors, 
the petals m ay be poorly devel­ 
oped. 
Keep the branches in fairly 
deep w ater during forcing: the 
buds should not be in water. 
The tem perature should be 55 
to 60 degrees for best results 
because w arm er tem peratures

earlier

bloom, and the flowers do not 
last as long. 
The closer to spring you do

Congress may outlaw 
threats by bill collectors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress is considering legislation 
to outlaw threats and harass­ 
ment by bill collectors, a group 
that became a major contrib­ 
utor 
to 
congressional 
cam ­ 
paigns 
after the House ap­ 
proved similar regulations last 
year. 


A House Banking subcom­ 
mittee begins three days of 
hearings today on a bill by 
Rep Frank Annunzio, D-I1I., to 
make it illegal for bill collec­ 
tors to use abusive or deceitful 
tactics. 
The House passed Annunzio's 
bill in July last year, but it 
died without reaching a vote in 
the Senate. 
After the House action, a 
committee 
formed 
by 
the 
American 
Collectors 
Associ- 
- ation contributed to the cam ­ 
paigns of 134 candidates for the 
House and Senate, mainly in­ 


cumbents. One hundred are in 
Congress now. 
Records filed with the Feder­ 
al Election Commission show 
that 17 of the 43 Banking Com­ 
mittee members received con­ 
tributions 
The records show that the 
collectors association, the lead­ 
ing industry group, formed a 
political 
action 
com m ittee 
named SAMPAC at about the 
time hearings were announced 
on the Annunzio bill early last 
year. 
SAMPAC raised funds from 
bill collectors around the coun­ 
try and before the November 
election it distributed $28,810 to 
congressional campaigns, 
al­ 
most all in contributions of $100 
to 1500, the FEC records show. 
At the sam e time, the collec­ 
tors association has been lobby­ 
ing against the bill, banking 
committee sources said. “Their 
lobbyists are up here every day 


talking to m em bers,” one aide 
said. 
The treasurer of SAMPAC, 
Sam Henry, said in an inter­ 
view that Annunzio’s bill had 
nothing to do with formation of 
the committee. “ People in the 
association have been talking 
about forming a political action 
committee 
for 
at

years," he said. 


Annunzio’s bill would make it 
illegal for a debt collector to 
make harassing or threatening 
phone calls 
It would forbid

But John W. Johnson, execu­ 
tive vice president of the collec­ 
tors association, said abuses 
"happen so rarely that it is not 
enough of a problem to merit a 
federal law.

MOUNT VERNON. III. (AP) 
— The Illinois Circuit Court of 
Appeals has affirmed the 1975 
arm ed robbery conviction of a 
Cairo man who claimed that 
police violated the doctrine of 
“ hot pursuit" when arresting 
him.

nam ed Danny Reed, who then 
had to w ait 15 m inutes, in 
perfect stillness for a delayed 
blast When nothing happened. 
Reed got out of the box and 
walked aw ay, bare seconds 
before the detonation finally

killed in a House committee. 
Collective bargaining rights 
for 
firemen, 
which 
backers

A recent Missouri Court of 
Appeals decision stated that 
local governments cannot use 
zoning ordinances to regulate 
utility companies’ choice of 
sites for such facilities as high 
tension power lines. The only 
present state regulation is a 
review of the site’s effect on 
the utility company and its 
customers by the PSC. 
A bill now before the full 
House would expand the PSC’s 
review to include a site’s 
effect on the environment, 
safety and economy of an 
area, 
and 
require 
public 
hearings before approval. The 
bill is sponsored by Reps. 
Jam es 
L. 
R u ssell, 
D- 
Savannah and Lloyd J. Baker, 
D-Moberly. 
The bill would establish an 
advisory council to the PSC to 
act as a "one stop shop" for 
u tilitie s 
applying 
for 
certificates to construct major 
energy facilities. “ We tried to 
avoid 
a 
nightm are 
of 
permits,” Russell said. 
IV council would consist of 
the heads of the PSC, the 
M issouri 
Departm ent 
of 
Natural Resources (D N R), 
the Department of Consumer 
A ffairs 
Regulation 
and 
Licensing, the Department of 
Conservation, 
a 
represen­ 
tative of the utility making ap­ 
plication and three public 
members selected by the PSC 
for their expertise on the ap­ 
plication under consideration. 
Hearings before the council 
would replace hearings before 
such other agencies as the Air 
Conservation 
Commission,

DNR. The council would work 
with these agencies, get their 
recommendations

NEW YORK (AP) - Like 
many millions of Americans, 
Harry G. Elmstrom of Ballston

Elmstrom’s concern is not 
only as a homeowner but as the 
president for this year of the 
500,000-member National Asso­ 
ciation of Realtors, which fears 
the tax burden all but excludes 
some families as customers. 
“ We have to give strong con­ 
sideration to spreading the bur­ 
den, away from property,” said 
Elmstrom, 
maintaining 
the 
hardship 
is 
sometimes 
in­ 
sufferable for young families 
and retirees 
"The American homeowner is 
carrying 
a 
disproportionate 
share of local taxation, and we 
want 
this 
harmful 
situation 
straightened out,” he said. 
Taxes are by no means the 
only concern of Elmstrom; he 
has a long list that includes 
prices, rent control ("spreading 
like a cancer” ), mortgage flexi­ 
bility (he sees no reason why 
we shouldn't have 50-year mort­ 
gages), consumer protection, 
and equal opportunity. 
But, Elmstrom relates, there 
is also considerable good news 
in housing Starts are expected 
to rise 1.8 million this year, or 
about 300,000 more than in 1976. 
Existing home sales are ex­ 


pected to grow also. 
This latter market has been 
assuming phenomenal propor 
tions, 
almost doubling since 
1968 I^ast year 2,998,000 exist­ 
ing single-family transactions 
took place, with total dollar vol­ 
ume reaching a record $126.5 
billion. 
Since real estate people ob­ 
tain a commission — often 5 or 
6 per cent — on these sales, it 
would seem the resale market 
could 
hardly 
be 
better 
for 
them. But it probably will be — 
this year, when sales are ex­ 
pected to reach 3.4 million, for 
a market value of $155 billion. 
With prices so high — resale 
homes are expected to average 
$42,000, new homes $50,000 by 
the end of the year — Elm st­ 
rom and members of the 1,700 
boards that makes up the na­ 
tional association are pushing a 
warranty program. 
Believing that buyers are re­ 
luctant to make big, long-term 
commitments for properties in 
which unknown or hidden de­ 
fects might 
be present, the 
realtors have invited insurers 
to offer protection for a price.

D EA R DR. LAM B - I 
would like to know a little bit 
about lecithin. It is supposed 
to be a food supplement. More 
and more people are saying 
how beneficial it is to take 
this. I have tried to get 
literature on lecithin but can 
only find books in the "health 
food" stores where lecithin is 
sold. 
If it is a food supplement 
what vitamins or minerals or 
whatever does it contain? 
D E A R

- 
Lecithin is a chemical com­ 
pound made up of a fat 
molecule (triglyceride) and 
another chemical compound 
called choline. The fat 
molecule in lecithin is made 
up of three fatty acids, just 
like all triglycerides. Most 
fats are triglycerides, in­ 
cluding the fat stored in and 
on your body, as well as 
animal and vegetable fat. One 
of these fatty acids contains 
some phosphorous and for 
that reason the compound is 
called a phospholipid — mean- 
ing 
fa t 
containing 
phosphorous. 
The choline is useful in help­ 
ing to prevent storage of fat in 
the liver — "fatty liver.” It is 


not a vitamin or a mineral. 
Your body manufactures 
lecithin in the liver. It does 
this by taking fatty acids 
manufactured by your body or 
taken from your food and 
combining 
them 
with 
phosphorous and choline. The 
lecithin in your bloodstream 
all comes from the lecithin 
manufactured by your own 
body — definitely not from 
anything you eat or swallow. 
The lecithin manufactured 
by your liver helps to main­ 
tain the solubility of fats in the 
bloodstream. It does not dis­ 
solve fat stores. 
To manufacture lecithin 
your body needs choline. You 
can get plenty of that from 
lean meat — 100 grams con­ 
tains 100 milligrams There is 
a lot in wheat germ and soy 
bean oil, but if you eat the 
proper amount of the meat 
group in your diet and cereals 
you should get adequate 
choline 
The catch to lecithin tablets 
— and the ripoff — is that the 
lecithin you swallow is never 
absorbed into your body as 
lecithin. It is first digested as 
are all foods In this instance 
the fat molecule is broken 
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down into fatty acids (all fats 
you eat are) the choline is 
split off as a separate 
molecule and only then are 
the separate parts of the 
lecithin molecule 
small 
enough to be absorbed through 
the intestine into the 
bloodstream. Thus lecithin 
tablets do you no more good 
than the choline you could and 
should get from a balanced 
diet. 
Many food faddists have 
wrongly taken research 
studies on the effects of 
lecithin in the blood and 
assumed you get the same 
effects 
from 
lecith in 
preparations you swallow. 
They have ignored digestion. 
What 
happens 
in 
the 
bloodstream or a test tube is 
not applicable to what you 
swallow unless what you 
swallow is absorbed unchang­ 
ed. So, unless you are on a 


choline-deficient diet or have 
a medical problem that great­ 
ly increases your need for 
choline, lecithin tablets won’t 
help you. 


I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-6, 
Balanced Diet, Recommend­ 
ed Daily Dietary Allowances 
(RDA) to give you a sound 
basis for what you really need 
to eat. The RDA values in­ 
cluded are from the National 
Academy of Sciences — a non­ 


profit, government body that 
does not sell vitamins or 
lecithin tablets. That will help 
you know what you really 
need. Others who want this in­ 
formation can send 50 cents 
with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for it.

Moore trouble on the Hill 


By Martha Angle 
WASHINGTON (NEA) - President Carter may be forced 
to throw a longtime member of his inner circle to the wolves 
to salvage his hopes of developing a close working relationship 
with Congress. 
Frank Moore, chief of the White House congressional liaison 
team, is so unpopular on Capitol Hill that some key members 
of the House and Senate now simply refuse to deal with him 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., chairman of the Senate 
panel that will handle Carter’s government reorganization 
plan, became so fed up with Moore’s ineptitude that he 
reportedly refused to talk to the White House aide at a recent 
social event. 
He and others are taking their troubles directly to Carter, 
his cabinet officers or, increasingly, to Vice President Walter 
F. Mondale and his Hill-seasoned aides. 
Criticism of Moore and his staff has reached such a crescen­ 
do that Hamilton Jordan, Carter’s top political trouble­ 
shooter, has privately told friends on Capitol Hill that 
"something’s got to be done about him.” 
The problem is that Carter, despite all his talk about com­ 
petence, thus far refuses to acknowledge that Moore is not 
only in over his head but shows no aptitude for swimming in 
the treacherous currents of congressional politics. 
Moore served as executive secretary and liaison to the state 
legislature when Carter was governor of Georgia but had no 
Washington experience prior to last year’s campaign, when he 
was assigned to babysit potentially useful Democratic con­ 
gressmen 
His efforts then drew uniformly rotten ratings, but press ac­ 
counts of the adverse reaction merely stiffened Carter’s 
resolve to keep Moore in the liaison post. The President mis­ 
takenly expected the grumbling to subside once members 
realized Moore had his full confidence. 
Part of Moore’s troubles stem from simple inexperience It 
takes years to learn the ropes on Capitol Hill, to know which of 
535 squeaky wheels require immediate greasing and which can 
wait a few days, to distinguish a pro forma request from a 
serious demand, to separate routine gripes from earnest war­ 
nings 
But some things are rudimentry. You don’t have to be 
around long to know it is unwise to keep Senate Finance Chair­ 
man Russell Long, D-La., cooling his heels for a half hour in a 
White House reception room. Or to learn that telephone calls 
from senators and House members should be returned im­ 
mediately, if not sooner. Or to realize Democratic leaders 
should be consulted before an emergency energy bill is unveil­ 
ed Or even to see the virtue of inviting Republicans to the 
White House once in a while. 
With Moore persona non grata, Mondale has been "thrown 
into the breach,” as one White House source put it, in an effort 
to smooth ruffled feathers In the space of a few days this 
month, Mondale invited key members of the House Ways and 
Means Committee to his home for breakfast with Carter’s top 
economic advisers, joined Moore in fielding complaints from 
a House Democratic leadership group, scheduled a similar 
session with House freshmen and met with Senate Majority 
Leader Robert C. Byrd When he wasn’t dashing from one con­ 
gressional office to another, the Vice President was fielding 
phone calls from frustrated members. 
But Mondale is in a very delicate position Both he and his 
staff, most of whom are Hill veterans trusted by those in 
Congress, are acutely aware that he must tread a narrow line 
between helping unclog communications between Carter and 
Congress and usurping Moore's assigned responsibilities 
Carter cannot use Mondale forever in a staff-level job 
Sooner or later, he will either have to replace Moore or put a 
top-flight professional into the liaison operation for six months 
or so while the chief of the team undergoes some more on-the- 
job training.

Out there in the American 
hinterlands, far from the zip- 
code impersonality of the U.S. 
mails, the spirit of the pony ex­ 
press still rides. 
It rides by horseback to West 
Virginia hill folk, by Rogue 
River excursion boat to the 
wilds of Oregon, and by an in­ 
ventive nautical bucket brigade 
— a kind of Rube Goldberg on 
the high seas — carrying the 
mail to a fleet of Great Lakes 
seamen. 
It also rides by snowmobile, 
by mule, by puttering runabout 
and, in a one-time-only, senti­ 
mental journey late in 1976, 
even by sternwheeler down the 
mighty Mississippi. 
The mailmen who make these 
runs are a dwindling army of 
postal irregulars. They not only 
carry mail in offbeat ways to 
lone American outposts; they 
also carry 
a 
fast-vanishing 
frontier tradition with them as 
they go. 
Lloyd Parsons may be the 
last of his kind. Alone in the 
West Virginia backwoods, he 
carries the mail on horseback. 
Three days a week, he climbs 
onto his horse at Advent and 
rides along a four-hour trail 
that cars can't travel, to the 
isolated community of Cice­ 
rone, where he drops off letters 
to 31 families. 
The name of his horse: Trig­ 
ger. 
Along with Lloyd Parsons 
and Trigger, the rollcall of 
postal pioneers stretches to the 
Rogue River in Oregon and be­ 
yond: 
—In a 32-mile run from Gold 
Beach to Agness, the Rogue 
River 
swirls 
and 
curves 
through scenic Northwestern 
wilderness. A wide, flat ex­ 
cursion boat carries about 20 
sightseers on the route. It also 
carries the U.S. mails. 
Only a few years ago, on 
pretty summer days, the mail 
breezed down the river by sail­ 
boat. 
—Mail is delivered, literally, 
in the middle of the Detroit 
River. A 40-foot mail launch 
chugs out into the river seven 
days a week and, without slow­ 
ing down, skillfully passes the 
mail into buckets lowered by 
bigger ships, some perhaps 700 
feet long. 
—In the backwaters of South 
Alabama, mail is delivered by 
weatherbeaten boat to 105 fami­ 
lies along the sleepy, hidden- 


away Magnolia River. The mail 
boxes are posted at the end of 
family piers. 
K e n n e t h “Bud" Snyder 
makes the deliveries in his 16- 
foot runabout, and apparently 
makes history, too. Postal offi­ 
cials could find no other such 
route in which mail is delivered 
dock-to-doek. year-round, solely 
by $oat. 
—Mail goes by mule train to 
the Havasupai Indians who live 
at the bottom of the Grand 
Canyon below the Hualapai 
Hilltop point in Arizona The 
300-member tribe that dates 
back a thousand years still has 
a hardscrabble existence and 
the mule train delivers to them 
not only letters but lifestuffs — 
milk, fresh food, provisions. 
A snow storm hit the canyon 
a few years ago and the mule 
train was stabled. But the mail 
and food were delivered — by 
helicopter. 
—Animals have given way to­ 
tally to modern invention in 
Alaska. About 10 vears ago 
some mail was carried by dog- 
sled 
Today isolated Eskimo 
villages rely in winter on snow­ 
mobiles. 
The ski-strapped motor ve­ 
hicles move the mail from air­ 
fields to postal outlets along 
three Alaskan routes In sum­ 
mer, when snow melts to wa­ 
ter, the snowmobiles are re­ 
placed by boats. 
In winter, for a letter to 
reach one of the villages, Nuna- 
titchuk, a predominantly Es­ 
kimo settlement of about 300, it 
will go by plane from Anchor­ 
age to Bethel to Kasigluk, with 
the final seven-mile leg by 
snowmobile 
The folks on the Magnolia 
River in Alabama had an al­ 
ternative to the boat which has 
delivered their mail year-round 
for 64 years, but they didn't 
want it. The idea of mail being 
delivered to them by car was 
— well, un-American 
So Bud Snyder, like IJoyd 
Parsons, the Havasupai, the 
Eskimos and the other irregu­ 
lars, carries mail on a "Star" 
route That means it is con­ 
tracted outside the civil serv­ 


ice. It also means the job is riot 
necessarily a fulltime affair 
and Snyder, a husky, balding 
man, divides his time as a 
school bus driver, a member of 
the sheriff’s flotilla and a deliv­
